SAIGON (AP) — The North 


Vietnamese-Viet Cong "high 
point" dropped off by about 50 
per cent, but a fresh upsurge of 
fighting reported today sent U. 
S. casualties rising toward a 
high for the year. 


Eighteen more Americans 


were reported killed and 138 
wounded in more than half a 
dozen ground fights, the loss of 
three helicopters and 65 rocket 
and mortar attacks. 


Twice as many rocket and 


mortar attacks had been 
reported in the previous 24 
hours, the largest number in 
eight months. But despite the 
drop, a spokesman for the U. S. 
Command said enemy activity 
was still at a high level. 


Battlefield 
communiques 


reported 61 Americans, 101 
South Vietnamese and 552 North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
troops killed in the past 48 hours. 
The American dead included a 
brigadier general, the fifth U. S. 
general killed in the Vietnam 
war.

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About Livestock And Meat Prices 


By KEN ELLIS

Recent widely published 
news releases by the Associated 


Press alerted and alarmed readers concerning the prospect of 
higher prices for meat and meat products. The releases also 
contained statements about record high livestock prices, giving the 
impression that livestock ranchers, slaughter plants, packers and 
retailers have been and will be reaping huge profits at the expense 
of the nation's consumers. 


The point that most of these releases miss or leave out is that 


the people producing livestock, slaughtering the animals and 
processing and retailing meat have very real and very serious 
financial problems to face too. Here are some facts: 


Livestock prices (specifically beef) are not at record high 


levels. The prices paid for slaughter steers in 1969 approached but 
did not exceed 1951-52 prices. For example, the average price paid 
for choice 900-1,000 pound slaughter steers in Los Angeles in J951 
was 36 cents per pound, 1952 — 32% cents per pound, 1956 — 21 
l/t> 


cents per pound, 1963 — 24 cents per pound, 1968 — 27 cents per 
pound and 1969 — 30 cents per pound. Hardly a record level. 


In 1951 the average hourly paid worker could buy 1.7 pounds of 


choice beef with one hour's labor. In 1969 he could buy 3.2 pounds 
of choice beef with an hour's labor. Beef prices for the 1951 to 1969 
period increased 10.3 per cent while hourly labor income increased 
109.7 per cent.Total weekly income increased 97.9 per cent during 
the same period. In 1951, in the United States consumers spent 23 
per cent of their disposable income for food tut in 1969 this per- 
centage had fallen to 16.5. The result — more money available for 
other consumer goods and services. 


Since 1951, all food costs have risen 31.6 per cent but beef prices 


increased only 14.3 per cent. Housing costs have risen 43.7 per cent, 
transportation cost was up 66 per cent, reading and recreation costs 
increased by 41.8 per cent and medical care costs increased by 
101.6 per cent. Restatement — beef prices rose by only 14.3 per 
cent. Other meat prices are in the same category or less. Source of 
statistics is the USDA and US Department of Labor. 


In the same 1951-69 period realized net, not gross but NET, 


income for most ranches and farms did not rise appreciably. But, 
production costs have soared. Farm real estate taxes have risen 
rapidly and ruthlessly. Check with local ranchers and you'll find 
them sustaining 100 - 200 per cent increases in their tax bills. 
Nationally the farm real estate tax increase rate is staggering. 


Another example of rising production costs is interest rates on 


operating capital. Cost studies in Tehama County recorded interest 
rates at 5 per cent in 1955. In 1969 ranchers were paying 9M: to 10 per 
cent for operating capital. In addition the costs of all imputs 
required for production has risen sharply. Even with top 
management many livestock enterprises return as little as one to 
three per cent on investment — less than we all expect from our 
savings accounts. And yet, American agriculture production is the 
greatest success story of all time. In 1950 one farm worker 
produced food and fiber for himself and sixteen other Americans. 
Today one farm worker produces food and fiber for himself and 43 
others. Not many industries can match this increase in production 
efficiency. 


Ranchers are seizing every new research development in an 


effort to improve efficiency and stay in business. Farming and 
ranching is not an easy game. Only the most efficient survive as in 
any other business. 


Slaughtering plants, packers and retailers are operating on 


less profit margin than ever before. If you think not, look at the 
number of livestock slaughtering plants that have closed recently 
in California. Local meat merchandizers report an extremely low 
level of earnings from meat sales during the last six months. Local 
shops report increases in sales but decreases in profits or even 
losses. 


All the statistics in the world don't ease the budget pains when 


we go to the market and pay higher prices for meat. No one wants 
to pay more than he has to for meat or any product for that matter. 
We all want to see food prices low — this leaves money for other 
things like autos, boats, clothes, tv's and recreation. But at the 
same time statistics do prove that we are eating better for less. 
Let's hope private enterprise (ranchers, buyers.auction yards, 
packers, truckers, retailers and labor) all along the marketing 
chain can make enough return to stay in business. If they can't 
we'll be paying a whole lot more for meat in the future — that is if 
there is any being produced for us to buy.

They swab no decks, pump no 
bilges, pull no latrine duty. 
Their service, therefore, is 
considered inferior. 


Perhaps our national scale of 


values needs readjusting. We 
should declare to our questing 
youth, to their troubled parents 
and to a skeptical world that 
social service is as worthy as 
military service. We should 
show that Americans believe it 
is just as glorious to sustain life 
as it is to destroy life. 


To dramatize this, some 


Senators have suggested that we

alternative ways to fulfill their 
obligations to their country. As 
long as the draft continues, we 
should give those who are 
drafted, at least, more choice of 
how they want to serve. 


Under such a system, a young 


man would choose between 
military duty and welfare work. 
He could serve in the Peace 
Corps overseas or work in the 
ghettos at home. He would be 
entitled to the same honor 
whether he signed up with the 
Army or Vista, the Marine 
Corps or Neighborhood Youth 
Corps. 


PEACE ARMY NEEDED 


The need for manpower to 


fight hunger and poverty is 
urgent. A 1965 presidential 
commission estimated a need 
for 5.3 million such workers. 
Later surveys have shown that 
200,000 persons could be placed 
immediately. 


The idea of alternative service 


is widely regarded as im- 
practical. The chief concern is 
that most draftees would select 
social work and would leave the 
armed forces short of man- 
power. 


Contrary to the majority 


opinion, however, life for most 
Peace Corps and Vista volun- 
teers is far more rugged than it 
is for most servicemen. The 
volunteers must live in the 
communities where they work, 
often in lice-infested shacks and 
huts. They survive on the native 
diet, which frequently consists 
of beans and more beans. For 
this, they also draw less pay. 


Except for a relatively few 


frontline combat troops, few 
servicemen put up with the 
hardships 
and dangers that 


Peace Corpsman Lon Arnold 
faces working with young people 
in a tough neighborhood of 
Kingston, Jamaica — a country 
which is smoldering with the fire 
of a growing black revolution 
and welcomes few white men. 


Or with the living conditions of 


Peace Corps volunteers Mark 
Fritzler, who toils with rice 
farmers in mountainous Nepal, 
and James Fisher, who lives 
with a native family in a 
crowded village near Kat- 
mandu.

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About Livestock And Meat Prices 


By KEN ELLIS 
Tehama County Livestock Farm Advisor 
Recent widely published 
news releases by the Associated 
Press alerted and alarm ed readers concerning the prospect of 
higher prices for m eat and meat products. The releases also 
contained statem ents about record high livestock prices, giving the 
impression that livestock ranchers, slaughter plants, packers and 
retailers have been and will be reaping huge profits at the expense 
of the nation’s consumers. 


The point that most of these releases miss or leave out is that 
the people producing livestock, slaughtering the anim als 
and 
processing and retailing meat have very real and very serious 
financial problems to face too. Here are some facts: 
Livestock prices (specifically beef) are not at record high 
levels The prices paid for slaughter steers in 1969 approached but 
did not exceed 1951-52 prices. For example, the average price paid 
for choice 900-1.000 pound slaughter steers in Los Angeles in 1951 
was 36 cents per pound. 1952 — 3 2 ^ cents per pound, 1956 — 2 1 ^ 
cents per pound, 1963 — 24 cents per pound, 1966 — 27 cents per 
pound and 1969 — 30 cents per pound. Hardly a record level. 


In 1951 the average hourly paid worker could buy 1.7 pounds of 
choice beef with one hour’s labor. In 1969 he could buy 3.2 pounds 
of choice beef with an hour’s labor Beef prices for the 1951 to 1969 
period increased 10.3 per cent while hourly labor income increased 
109.7 per cent.Total weekly income increased 97.9 per cent during 
the sam e period. In 1951, in the United States consumers spent 23 
per cent of their disposable income for food'hut in 1969 this per­ 
centage had fallen to 16.5. The result — more money available for 
other consumer goods and services 


Since 1951, all food costs have risen 31.6 per cent but beef prices 
increased only 14.3 per cent. Housing costs have risen 43.7 per cent, 
transportation cost was up 66 per cent, reading and recreation costs 
increased by 41.8 per cent and medical care costs increased by 
101.6 per cent. Restatem ent — beef prices rose by only 14.3 per 
cent. Other meat prices are in the sam e category or less. Source of 
statistics is the USDA and US Department of Labor. 


In the same 1951-69 period realized net, not gross but NET, 
income for most ranches and farms did not rise appreciably But, 
production costs have soared Farm real estate taxes have risen 
rapidly and ruthlessly. Check with local ranchers and you’ll find 
them sustaining 100 - 200 per cent increases in their tax bills. 
Nationally the farm real estate tax increase rate is staggering 


Another example of rising production costs is interest rates on 
operating capital Cost studies in Teham a County recorded interest 
rates at 5 per cent in 1955 In 1969 ranchers were paying 9 ^ to 10 per 
cent for operating capital. In addition the costs of all imputs 
required for production has risen sharply. Even with top 
management many livestock enterprises return as little as one to 
three per cent on investment — less than we all expect from our 
savings accounts. And yet. American agriculture production is the 
greatest success story of all time. In 1950 one farm woriger 
produced food and fiber for himself and sixteen other Americans. 
Today one farm worker produces food and fiber for himself and 43 
others. Not many industries can m atch this increase in production 
efficiency 


Ranchers are seizing every new research development in an 
effort to improve efficiency and stay in business. Farm ing and 
ranching is not an easy game. Only the most efficient survive as in 
any other business 


Slaughtering plants, packers and retailers are operating on 
less profit margin than ever before. If you think not, look at the 
number of livestock slaughtering plants that have closed recently 
in California. Local meat merchandizers rep^H an extremely low 
level of earnings from meat sales during the last six months. Local 
shops report increases in sales but decreases in profits or even 
losses. 


All the statistics in the world don’t ease the budget pains when 
we go to the market and pay higher prices for meat. No one wants 
to pay more than he has to for meat or any product for that matter. 
We all want to see food prices low — this leaves money for other 
things like autos, boats, clothes, tv’s and recreation. But at the 
sam e time statistics do prove that we are eating better for less 
Let’s hope private enterprise (ranchers, buyers,auction yards, 
packers, truckers, retailers and labor) all along the marketing 
chain can make enough return to stay in business. If they can’t 
we’ll be paying a whole lot more for meat in the future — that is if 
there is any being produced for us to buy

other A m ericans, P resid en t 
Nixon is fed up with high in­ 
terest rates. He has made his 
displeasure known, say insiders, 
to his friends in the banking 
business 
One of them. Irving Trust’s 
George A Murphy, took the lead 
in reducing the prime lending 
rate from 8>^ to 8 per cent. But 
the cost of borrowing remains 
exorbitant, still enriching the 
bankers at the expense of 
everyone who does business on 
the installment plan. 
President Nixon places the 
blame squarely on the banks 
and the Federal Reserve Board 
(FR B ). He made this clear 
the other day at a GOP strategy 
session 
behind 
closed 
White 
House doors 
Paul 
M cCracken, 
the 
P re sid e n t’s chief econom ic 
adviser, told party leaders that 
an increase in money supplied 
was needed "of not less than 
four to five per cent, preferably 
five per cent.” 
Utah’s sepulchral-voiced Sen. 
W allace 
B ennett, 
top 
R epublican 
on 
the 
Senate 
Banking Committee, pointed out 
that a one per cent reduction in 
the cost of money "can generate 
up to $25 billion ultimately.” 
Nodding agreem ent, North 
Dakota’s fussy Sen. Milt Young 
grumped "The banks must do 
something 
about 
these 
high 
interest rates ” 
"A 
lot 
of people, 
making 
pretty good money, still can’t 
qualify to buy a house,” echoed 
Arizona’s Rep. John Rhodes, 
chairm an 
of 
the 
House 
Republican Conference. 
The P resid en t, turning to 
B ennett, 
declared 
em ­ 
phatically: 
‘‘Be 
sure 
the 
responsibility for high interest 
rates is put where it belongs — 
on the banks, on the Federal 
Reserve.” 
Then he 
suggested: 
"Let’s 
circulate among members of 
Congress a summary on what is 
the problem of high interest 
rates.”

by his country. Steve Brown, 


Tim Lyons and thousands of 
volunteers like 
them work 
am ong 
the 
im poverished 
peoples of the world 
They teach children, 
build 
hom es, 
plant 
crops, 
fight 
disease. They kill no Viet Cong 
They swab no decks, pump no 
bilges, pull no latrine duty. 
Their service, therefore, is 
considered inferior. 
Perhaps our national scale of 
values needs readjusting. We 
should declare to our questing 
youth, to their troubled parents 
and to a skeptical world that 
social service is as worthy as 
military 
service. 
We 
should 
show that Americans believe it 
is just as glorious to sustain life 
as it is to destroy life. 
To dram atize this, some 
Senators have suggested that we 
should 
offer 
our 
highly 
m otivated 
young 
people 
alternative ways to fulfill their 
obligations to their country. As 
long as the draft continues, we 
should 
give 
those 
who 
are 
drafted, at least, more choice of 
how they want to serve. 
Under such a system, a young 
man would choose between 
military duty and welfare work. 
He could serve in the Peace 
Corps overseas or work in the 
ghettos at home. He would be 
entitled 
to 
the 
sam e 
honor 
whether he signed up with the 
Army 
or Vista, 
the Marine 
Corps or Neighborhood Youth 
Corps. 


PEACE ARMY NEEDED 
The need for manpower to 
fight hunger and poverty is 
urgent. A 1965 presidential 
commission estim ated a need 
for 5.3 million such workers. 
Later surveys have shown that 
200,000 persons could be placed 
immediately. 
The idea ot alternative service 
is w idely reg ard ed as im ­ 
practical. The chief concern is 
that most draftees would select 
social work and would leave the 
arm ed forces short of man­ 
power. 
C ontrary to the m ajority 
opinion, however, life for most 
Peace Corps and Vista volun­ 
teers is far more rugged than it 
is for most servicemen. The 
volunteers 
must live in the 
communities where they work, 
often in lice-infested shacks and 
huts. They survive on the native 
diet, which frequently consists 
of beans and more beans. For 
this, they also draw less pay. 
Except for a relatively few 
frontline combat troops, few 
servicemen put up with the 
hardships 
and 
dangers 
that 
Peace Corpsman Lon Arnold 
faces working with young people 
in a 
tough neighborhood 
of 
Kingston, Jam aica — a country’ 
which is smoldering with the fire 
of a growing black revolution 
and welcomes few white men. 
Or with the living conditions of 
Peace Corps volunteers Mark 
Fritzler, who toils with rice 
farm ers in mountainous Nepal, 
and Jam es Fisher, who lives 
with 
a 
native 
family 
in 
a 
crow ded village near K at­ 
mandu.

There is 
no indication, for instance, that 
we are making any headway 
towards reducing the welfare 
rolls, and there are those who 
believe that the work-feature of 
the Moynihan Plan is thoroughly 
unworkable. 
The intellectual 
com m unity 
seem s 
m ore 
strongly 
than 
ever 
united 
against the exercise of even 
those imperial responsibilities 
that are attributes of wealth and 
size. 
Still, there are currents 
that seem to be pulling us in a 
desirable 
direction, 
and Dr. 
Herberg might be perm itted to 
quote Kenneth Galbraith who 
said that he after all made his 
reputation by intuiting the 
march of events a little bit 
ahead of other people.

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About Livestock And M eat Prices

Recent widely published 
newt release» by the Associated 
alerted and alarm ed readers concerning the prospect of 
higher prices for m eat and meat products The releases also 
contained statem ents about record high livestock prices, giving the 
impression that livestock ranchers slaughter plants, 'packers, and 
retailers have been and will be reaping huge profits at the expense 
of the nation's consumers 


The point that most of these releases miss or leave out is that 
the people producing livestock, slaughtering the anim als 
and 
processing and retailing meat have very real and very serious 
financial problems to face too Here are some facta 
Livestock prices i specifically beef are not at record high 
levels The prices paid for slaughter steers in 1969 approached but 
did not exceed 1951-52 prices For example, the average price paid 
for choice 9QCH.Odd pound slaughter steers in Los Angele» m 195; 
was 36 cents per pound 1952 — 324 cents per pound. 1956 — 214 
cents per pound. 1963 — 24 cent» per pound, 1*66 — 27 cents per 
pound and 1966 — 30 cents per pound Hardly a record level 


In 1951 the a verage hourly paid worker could buy 1.7 pounds of 
choice beef with one hour's labor, in 1966' he could buy 3.2 pounds 
of choice beef with an hour’s labor Reef prices for the 1951 to 1966 
period increased 10.3 per cent while hourly labor income increased 
109.7 per cent Total weekly income increased 97.9 per cent during 
the same period In 1951. in the United States consumers spent 23 
per cent of their disposable income for f ood "but in 1966 this per­ 
centage had fallen to 16,5 The result — more money available for 
other consumer goods and services 


Since 1951, all food costs have risen 31.6 per cent but beef prices 
increased only 14.3 per cent. Housing costs have risen 43.7 per cent, 
transportation cost was up 66 per cent, reading and recreation costs 
increased, by 41.6 per cent and medical care costs increased by 
101.6 per cent Restatement — beef prices rose by only 14,3 per 
cent. Other m eat prices are in the sam e category or less Source of 
statistics is the USDA and US Departm ent of Labor 


In the sam e 1951-69 period realised net. not gross but NET. 
income for most ranches and farm s did not rise appreciably Rut, 
production costs have soared Farm real estate taxes liave risen 
rapidly and ruthlessly Check with local ranchers and you’ll find 
them sustaining 100 - 200 per cent increases in their tax bills 
Nationally the farm real estate tax increase rate is staggering

Today one farm worker produces food and fiber for himself and 43 
others Not many industries can match this increase in production 
efficiency 


Ranchers are seizing every new research development in an 
effort to improve efficiency and stay in business. Farm ing and 
ranching, is not an easy game. Only the most efficient survive as in 
any other business 


Slaughtering plants, packers and retailers are operating on 
less profit m argin than ever before. If you think not, look at the 
number of livestock slaughtering plants that have closed recently 
in California,. Local meat mercha.ndize.rs rep”’** an extremely low 
level of earnings from meat sales during the last six months. Local 
shops report increases in sales but decreases in profits or even 
losses 


All the statistics in the world don’t ease the budget pains when 
we go to the m arket and pay higher pnces for meat. No one wants 
to pay more than he has to for meat or any product for that matter. 
We all want to see food prices low — this leaves money for other 
things like autos, boats, clothes, tv's and recreation. But at the 
sam e time statistics do prove that we are eating better for less. 
Let’s hope private enterprise (ranchers, buy ere,auction yards, 
packers, truckers, retailers and labor) all along the marketing 
chain can m ake enough return to stay in business If they can’t 
we’ll be paying a whole lot more for meat in the future — that is if 
there is any being produced for us to buy

caused primarily by two fac- 
tors: First, the long duration 
flows partially the result of 
control by reservoirs, which 
keep the water in contact with 
the bank at one relatively 
constant level for long periods; 
and Second, by boat-wave wash 
that creates additional erosive 
force at this sustained water 
level. 


"The boat-wave wash has 


become an important factor in 
recent years, due to the greatly 
increased use of the river by 
recreational 
boaters. 
Ac- 


cordingly, a study to develop 


suitable bank protection criteria 
against those erosion problems 
is warranted." 


In the wake of the January 


and February storms during 
which Sacramento River run- 
offs were exceedingly high and 
caused heavy erosion damage, 
Congressman Johnson had 
called for such a study and in- 
troduced legislation for full 
authority.

Representative Johnson em- 
phasized that the Sacramento 
River has become a conveyance 
system for water, primarily due

“This erosion appears to be 


caused primarily by two fac­ 
tors: First, the long duration 
flows partially the result of 
control by reservoirs, which 
keep the water in contact with 
the bank at one relatively 
constant level for long periods, 
and Second, by boat-wave wash 
that creates additional erosive 
force at this sustained water 
level. 
“The boat-wave wash has 
become an important factor in 
recent years, due to the greatly 
increased use of the river by 
recreational 
boaters. 
Ac­ 
cordingly, a study to develop 


suitable bank protection criteria 
against those erosion problems 
is warranted.” 
In the wake of the January 
and February storms during 
which Sacramento River run­ 
offs were exceedingly high and 
caused heavy erosion damage, 
Congressm an 
Johnson 
had 
called for such a study and in­ 
troduced legislation for full 
authority. 
At

time 
R epresentative Johnson em ­ 
phasized that the Sacramento 
River has become a conveyance 
system for water, primarily due 
to federal projects, and under 


these circumstances he thought 
the “canal” banks should be 
protected. 
Corps of Engineer Officials 
estimate that the study would 
cost about $250,000 and take 
about 3 years to complete. In

To Update Radiology 
Services At Hospital 


Plans to update the radiology 


services in Red Bluff and to 
concentrate the work at St. 
Elizabeth Hospital have been 
announced by Dr. Max Eich- 
wald, local radiologist and 
Sister Mary Carmelita, Hospital 
Administrator. 


St. Elizabeth Hospital has 


purchased and installed a Kodak 
X-O Mat which will make it 
possible to develop and dry a 
film in 90 seconds. This equip- 
ment will assist in cutting the 
time patients have to wait until a 
film 
can be dried so the 


radiologist can interpret it. The 
X-O Mat cost was $8,000. 
The fluoroscopic machine from 
Dr. Eichwald's office is being 
moved to St. Elizabeth Hospital 
X-Ray Department. An image 
intensifier, costing $12,000 is on 
order and when installed will be 


used with this machine as soon 
as it is delivered. 


An 
image 
intensifier 


magnifies the area being 
examined by the radiologist 
thereby making it possible to do 
a more effective examination 
with a minimum amount of 
radiation 
exposure to the 


patient, according to Sister M. 
Carmelita. It is also possible to 
do the examination without 
darkening the room. Putting the 
patient in total darkness is 
psychologically traumatic to 
some, particularly to children. 


After April l, no X-ray work 


will be done at Dr. Eichwald's 
office at 327 South Main. The 
business office there will remain 
open for the convenience of 
persons who wish to make 
payments for services received 
before this date. 


County Responsibility 


A new health bill passed by the 


California State Legislature 
puts a big responsibility on 
Tehama County, Zack Farmer, 
president of the Tehama County 
Comprehensive Health Planning 
Association, said today. 


The new bill, Assembly Bill 


1340, requires that any hospital 
or nursing home, whether 
providing acute or long-term 
care, must receive the approval 
of the authorized voluntary 
health planning agency before a 
license to operate will be 
granted. This law applies to 
applicants for licenses for new 
facilities or applications for 
changes in bed capacity or 
license category. 


"This new legislation," said 


Farmer, "will give the com- 
munity the right and the 
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responsibility to determine the 
need for new facilities or 
changes in facilities. In the past, 
the State of California has been 
the sole authority on licensing 
health facilities." 


Farmer cautioned that, by 


July 1, "our county must have 
its guidelines, rules, and 
procedures developed and be 
ready to receive and review all 
hospital applications. After that 
job is accomplished, we must 
develop a county-wide and 
eventually a multi-county plan 
for 
tacilities 
construction, 


modernization and change for 
the next five or ten years."

county partnership called the

Association, known as Super-Cal

Travelling Wife Finds 
Solution To Problem

"We all think you're crazy," they told Jean Denton when she 


reported to work at the Tehama County Departnent of Welfare. 
"But we're glad to have you." 


Mrs. Denton worked for the Welfare Depatment for the last two 


weeks as a volunteer worker. She did a variety of clerical jobs, 
typing, filing or whatever was needed She finished work last 
Friday and in a few days she will be heading to Eureka with her 
husband. When she gets to Eureka, Mrs Denton will be out looking 
for volunteer work once again. 


Mrs. Denton is a traveling wife. Her husband installs boilers 


for the Bumstead-Woolford Company and his job keeps him on the 
road most of the year. The work takes the two of them through most 
of the western states. They stay in various towns anywhere from 
three days to ten months, as long as it takes to get a job done. 


In these strange, small towns, Mrs Denton is faced with the 


problem of what to do all day long. It was in Nampa, Idaho that she 
first tried doing volunteer work and since then, this has been her 
solution. It's not that she's a do-gooder. If she helps people by doing 
volunteer work, that's fine but as she stressed: "I'm doing it for 
me." She finds this is the best way to meet people and keep herself 
occupied during the time her husband is at work. 


When the Dentons arrived in Red Bluff a few weeks ago, her 


husband went to Diamond National to install the new boiler there. 
Mrs. Denton first talked with the motel owner to see if he knew of 
any places that might need volunteer workers. After this proved 
unsuccessful, she went to the Department of Human Resources 
agency and explained what she wanted to do. They referred her to 
both the Welfare Department and the Job Opportunity Center. 


Since Mrs. Denton had worked for the Department of Welfare 


in Contra Costa County, she was familiar with Welfare procedures 
and was given a clerics! job at the Red Bluff office. After the initial 
curiosity and amazement toward a volunteer worker in their midst, 
Mrs. Denton found her co-workers very friendly and helpful. She 
seemed quite pleased with the way her two weeks worked out. 


Mrs. Denton appeared satisfied with the traveling life and 


didn't express any longing to settle down in one place. Over the last 
two years, she and her husband have spent a total of two weeks in 
their home in Concord — and that was their vacation, she said. 


Perhaps some of the satisfaction with her traveling life, aside 


from the challenge of new places, stems from the fact that she has 
never really known any other kind of life style. Five years, she said, 
was the longest time that she ever lived in one place. Her father 
worked for Sears-Roebuck and the family wound up moving quite 
frequently as he was transferred from office to office. Her husband 
has been in his line of work since 1948. 


Mrs. Denton has two sons, both of whom just finished their 


service obligations. It was not until her sons went into the service 
that Mrs. Denton found herself looking for something to do. That 
was in 1966. 


Earlier that same year, Mrs. Denton found herself on a 


Navajo reservation for 10 months while her husband did work 
there. The reservation was in a remote part of New Mexico where 
her sons had to travel 50 miles to and from school. She ran a lunch 
wagon for the work crew and did clerical work for company during 
this time. 


She found these 10 months quite depressing, to see, as she said, 


"the misery and hopelessness of the Indians and not be able to do 
much about it." Although the reservation had improved from an 
earlier time she was there, she still found it unsettling. 


As for the future, Mrs. Denton expects a continuation of the 


traveling life, with new towns and new jobs and new faces. Yet she 
didn't think that things would be completely new or strange or 
unfriendly. She has found patterns in the places she has visited and 
friendliness from the people she has met and, as she said: "After a 
while, places aren't new any more."

Plans to update the radiology 
services in Red Bluff and to 
concentrate the work at St. 
Elizabeth Hospital have been 
announced by Dr. Max Eich- 
wald, local radiologist and 
Sister Mary Carmelita, Hospital 
Administrator. 
St. Elizabeth Hospital has 
purchased and installed a Kodak 
X-0 Mat which will make it 
possible to develop and dry a 
film in 90 seconds This equip­ 
ment will assist in cutting the 
time patients have to wait until a 
film 
can 
be 
dried 
so the 
radiologist can interpret it. The 
X-0 Mat cost was $8,000. 
The fluoroscopic machine from 
Dr. Eichwald’s office is being 
moved to St. Elizabeth Hospital 
X-Ray Department. An image 
intensifies costing $12,000 is on 
order and when installed will be 


used with this machine as soon 
as it is delivered. 
An 
image 
intensifier 
magnifies 
the 
area 
being 
examined by the radiologist 
thereby making it possible to do 
a more effective examination 
with a minimum amount of 
radiation 
exposure 
to 
the 
patient, according to Sister M. 
Carmelita. It is also possible to 
do the examination without 
darkening the room. Putting the 
patient in total darkness is 
psychologically traum atic to 
some, particularly to children. 
After April 1, no X-ray work 
will be done at Dr. Eichwald’s 
office at 327 South Main. The 
business office there will remain 
open for the convenience of 
persons who wish to make 
payments for services received 
before this date. 


County Responsibility 


A new health bill passed by the 
California State Legislature 
puts a big responsibility on 
Tehama County, Zack Farmer, 
president of the Tehama County 
Comprehensive Health Planning 
Association, said today. 
The new bill, Assembly Bill 
1340, requires that any hospital 
or nursing home, whether 
providing acute or long-term 
care, must receive the approval 
of the authorized voluntary 
health planning agency before a 
license to operate will be 
granted. This law applies to 
applicants for licenses for new 
facilities or applications for 
changes in bed capacity or 
license category. 
“This new legislation,” said 
Farmer, “will give the com­ 
munity the right and the 
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responsibility to determine the 
need for new facilities or 
changes in facilities. In the past, 
the State of California has been 
the sole authority on licensing 
health facilities.” 
Farm er cautioned that, by 
July i, “our county must have 
its 
guidelines, 
rules, 
and 
procedures developed and be 
ready to receive and review all 
hospital applications. After that 
job is accomplished, we must 
develop a county-wide and 
eventually a multi-county plan 
for 
facilities 
construction, 
modernization and change for 
the next five or ten years.”

Mrs Denton is • 'traveling wife Her husband mate I Is. boilers 
for the Bumstead Wooiford Company and his job keeps him on the 
road moat of the year The work takes the two of them through mast 
at the western states They stay In varitxis towns anyw here from 
three days to ten months, as long as It takes to get a job done 
In these strange, small towns. Mrs Denton is faced with the 
problem of whai to do all day long It was in Nampa. Idaho that she 
first tried doing volunteer work and since then, this has been her 
solution It's not that she's e do-gooder If she helps people by doing 
volunteer work, that’s fine but as she stressed “I’m doing it for 
me ” She finds this is the best way to meet people and keep herself 
occupied during the time 'her husband is at work 
When the Dentons arrived in Red Bluff a few weeks ago, her 
husband went to Diamond National to install the new boiler there 
Mrs Denton first talked with the motel owner to see if he knew of 
any places that might need volunteer workers After this proved 
unsucceaaful. she went to the Department of Human Resources 
agency and explained what she wanted to do They referred her to 
both the' Welfare Depa.rtm.ent and the Job' Opportunity Center. 
Since Mrs Denton had worked for the Department of Welfare 
in Contra Costa County, she was familiar with Welfare procedures 
and was given • clerical job at the Red Bluff office After the initial 
curtoatty and amazement toward a 'volunteer worker In their midst, 
Mrs Denton found her co-worker* very friendly and helpful She 
seemed quite pleased with the way her two weeks worked out. 
Mrs Denton appeared satisfied with the traveling life and 
didn’t express any longing to settle down in one place Over the last 
two years, she and her husband have spent a total of two weeks in 
their home in Concord - and that was their vacation, she said 
Perhaps some of the satisfaction with her traveling life, aside 
from the challenge of new places, stems from the fact that she has 
never really known any other kind of life style. Five years, she' said, 
was the longest time that she ever lived in one place. Her father 
worked for Sears-Roebuck and the family wound up moving quite 
frequently as he was transferred from office to office Her husband 
has been in his line of work since 1948 
Mrs Denton has two sons, both of whom just finished their 
service obligations It was not until her sons went into the service 
that Mrs Denton found herself looking for something to do That 
was In 1966 
Earlier that, same year. Mrs,. Denton found herself on a 
Navajo reservation for 10 months while her husband did work 
there. The reservation was in a remote part of New Mexico where 
her sons had to travel 50 miles to and from school She ran a lunch 
wagon for the work crew and did clerical work for company during 
this time. 
She found these 10 months quite depressing, to see. as she said, 
“ the misery and hopelessness of the Indians and not be able to do 
much about it.” Although the reservation had improved from an 
earlier time she was there, she still found it unsettling, 
As for the future, Mrs. Denton expects a continuation of the 
traveling life, with new towns and new jobs and new faces Yet she 
didn't think that things would be completely new or strange or 
unfriendly. She has found patterns in the places she has visited and 
friendliness from the people she has met and, as she said: “After a 
while, places aren’t new any more.”
